There is at the close of the present 
week a very ntuch: better tone to. busi- | 
ness, and at the same time the out: | 
look has cleared very much. In so 
far as monetary ease is concerned no 
actual change can be looked for for 


some weeks. Banks are a  iittle 
more cheerful, and business continued 
on @ normal basis. In sume cases 
manufacturers complain of declining 
orders and occasional orders have 
been cancelled. This has taken place 
to an extent slightly above normai. 

However, if the present crop wea- 
ther continues until the grain is ator- 
ed, and conditions improve in Europe 
as rapidly as they are doing at th: 
present time, it is quite possible that 
before the close of the year Canadian 
industries will be just as active as 
they were at the commencement of 
1913, 

The crux of the situation, in so far 
as business in Canada is concerned, 
still rests on the crop outlook. That 
is at the present time very hopetul. 
It is not, of course, the only circum- 
stance upon which the welfare of 
Cunadian industries depend. There 
ig too much dependence placed on the 
crops in the West. There are other 
provinces in Canada producing exten- 
sive crops, and which at the sanre 
time produce other wealth which 
must be included in the year’s toll 
of wealth extracted from Canada’s 
abundant resources, The Western 
crop, however, is in itself the biggest 
item in the list of the source of 
wealth in Canada. It develops 
quickly, and is as quickly turned into 
cash, For this reason it has become 
the barometer of Canadian trade. 
From the best ef sources The Post 
has information leading it to believe 
that the wheat crop of the West will 
be quite as large as that of last year, 
and the proportion of good wheat will 
be larger, The fact of the crop be- 
ing earlier is one of great importance 
It means that the whest will get to 
the market in larger volume before 
the close of navigation, which will 
materially affect the money situa- 
tion in Canada. The bunks will
